Responding to a request from Lykins’ attorney 
Sarah Bryant, Judge Michael Dean lowered bond from 
$250,000 cash to $100,000 property. He also placed 
three conditions on release: “1) No new offenses or 
violations of the law; 2) No use of alcohol or controlled 
substances unless prescribed by a physician; and 3) 
Home incarceration to be monitored with ankle moni¬ 
toring. Mrs. Lykins shall be responsible for all costs of 
home incarceration.” 

Lykins, 56, is charged with the October 18, 2013 
shooting death of her husband Rexall B. Lykins. She 
is also charged with tampering with physical evidence 
by disposing of her purse and wallet in a cistern on the 
couple’s Primrose Lane property. 

Bryant had asked the judge to consider the bond 
change during the last session of Lee Circuit Court on 
January 15. She said that her client had already been in 
jail for 16 months, and was facing several more months 
before trial. 

Dean has set trial for June 22. 

Lee lowest 
for vaccines 

(From Kentucky Health News) 

.^^t least 14 counties had vaccination rates in 
2011-12 below level experts say is needed to pro¬ 
tect kindergartners from measles. Lee County’s 
was the lowest. 

As concern about the spread of measles from 
lack of vaccination grows, many Kentucky coun¬ 
ties probably have vaccination rates below the 
minimum that experts say is needed to create “herd 
immunity” and prevent spread of the highly conta¬ 
gious disease among students in kindergarten. 

At least 14 Kentucky counties had measles 
vaccination rates below 90 percent in the 2011-12 
school year, according to state data analyzed by 
USA Today, in a survey of states that track vac¬ 
cination rates and make them public. The Cou¬ 
rier-Journal published the Kentucky figures in an 
online database. 

The counties under 90 percent were Bath (89%), 
Boyle (83%), Bullitt (88%), Christian (89%), 
Harlan (88%), Jefferson (86%), Laurel (85%), 
Lawrence (88%), Lee (80%), Nelson (82%), 
Robertson (88%), Rowan (86%), Taylor (82%)

about city not 
reconciling accounts 

T'he Beattyville City Council Monday night learned that the 
city’s bank reconciliations are not being done on a timely basis 
leaving the possibility that financial statements could be wrong 
and even possibly misrepresented. 

Independent auditor Chris Gooch pointed out the findings as 
he presented the city’s 2013-2014 audit. 

Gooch said there two findings related to financial state¬ 
ments. 

First, he said that the reconciliations should be done monthly 
and should be reviewed by people not directly involved in the 
procedure. 

The reason for the problem, Gooch said, was that the “City has 
not established monitoring procedures to ensure timely prepara¬ 
tion of bank reconciliations.” 

In its response, the City said it would correct the issue, and 
have someone not involved to review the reconciliations. 

The second condition, related to the first, is that financial 
statements presented for audit required “significant adjustments 
and reclassifications.” That left some funds possibly improperly 
classified. 

The effect, the audit says, “Financial statements presented to 
City management. City council and regulatory authorities may 
be misstated or misrepresented.” 

The City said it would enhance its controls before releasing 
to third parties. 

Mayor John Smith said that smaller accounts are now regularly 
reconciled, but that some major ones are not. However, he said 
that all should be corrected within a month. 

Gooch also shared some comments in one of the letters ac¬ 
companying the audit. He described comments in the letter as 
“opportunities for strengthening internal controls and operating 
efficiency.” 

He spoke of two in particular. 

“City’s management should assure credit card billing state¬ 
ments and monthly vendor statements have authorized supporting 
receipts on file indicating its purpose in relation to city operations 
prior to remitting a check for payment.” 

The other is, “Gift cards stated as issued to employees in 
January 2014 had no supporting documentation indicating the 
direct recipient.” 

The mayor was asked by a reporter if these gift cards were 
bonuses to employees. (In a recent article concerning Lee County 
government providing a Christmas party to employees, a rep¬ 
resentative of the state Auditor’s Office said if that is a bonus it 
has to be disallowed because public employees cannot receive 
bonuses.) 

Smith said the cards are given as door prizes during the City’s 
Christmas party. 

Other than those findings and comments the City received a 
good audit. It showed the General Fund with a net fund balance 
as of June 30 of $ 111,954. The net for Water, Sewer and Garbage 
was $445,475.

The Fox is Guarding the Hen House!

Recent news articles de¬ 
scribed concern that various 
fire and library boards abused 
their taxing powers to build 
huge reserves of funds instead 
of bettering their communi¬ 
ties. 

If these articles and Lee 
County are examples, many 
taxing authorities appear to 
discourage community input 
and make decisions in a near 
vacuum. 

Examining Lee County 
taxing practices has revealed 
two concerns: the routine vio¬ 
lations of Kentucky Statutes 
for Open Meetings, and the 
practice of taking the “com¬ 
pensating tax rate” to increase 
financial reserves instead of 
simply maintaining them- the 
intent for the compensating 
rate. 

Three local taxing authori¬ 
ties, the: Health, Extension 
Service and Library Boards, 
usually do not give public no¬ 
tice of meetings or give notice 
only days before and meet dur¬ 
ing the work day, all violations 
of Open Meeting statutes. 
Over several years, review of 
minutes also shows mistakes 
for going into and out of execu¬ 
tive meetings as well. 

Lee County tax revenues 
have increased every year 
since 2006 . Despite growing 
revenues, 30.3 million dollars 
in the last eight years, taxing 
authorities annually raised 
tax rates. The Library Board 
raised Real Estate Taxes from 
6.1 to 13.6 cents and Personal 
Property Taxes fromii .32 to 
20 cents per $ 100 . The Exten¬ 
sion Service raised Real Estate 
from 3.6 to 7.6 and Personal 
Property from 5.73 to 15.67 
over the same period. The 
Library Board has accrued 


nearly a million dollars in sav¬ 
ings over this period and the 
Extension Board about half a 
million. 

The Health Board has 
proven most adroit at taxing 
and politics. Though the Fis¬ 
cal Court donated land to the 
Library and Extension Service 
Boards in the industrial park, 
away from population cen¬ 
ters, for new construction, the 
County purchased a 1.2 million 
dollar bank in the center of 
town from a member of the 
Health Board, nearly tripling 
the size of the current Health 
Department. Even with nearly 
a million dollars in renovation 
costs, they only raised taxes 
from 3.8 to 5 cents per $ 100 . 

As we celebrate one year of 
Shaping our Appalachian Re¬ 
gion, It appears organizations 
tasked with oversight of taxing 
authorities are failing. Are the 


Kentucky Burea of Libraries 
and Archives, University of 
Kentucky Extension Service, 
Regional Health Commis¬ 
sions, and state and federal 
auditors truly supporting lo¬ 
cal boards to ensure open 
meeting statutes and conflict 
of interest guidance are fol¬ 
lowed or adequately addressed 
in training? 

Our friends and neighbors 
volunteer their time to serve 
on these boards with the faith 
those in paid positions of au¬ 
thority will provide honest and 
trustworthy guidance to allow 
them to better serve their com¬ 
munities, but are these experts 
working to help communities 
or are they, by neglect or inten¬ 
tion, isolating local boards to 
promote their organizations 
first and foremost?

Lee County residents can apply 
for college scholarship 

Lee County residents have until May i to apply for the Kentucky Coal County College 
Completion Scholarship. The scholarship helps residents of the state’s coal producing 
counties complete a bachelor’s degree. 

A student must: 

•Be a U.S. citizen and a permanent resident of a Kentucky coal producing county. 

•Have earned at least 6o credit hours toward a bachelor’s degree. 

•Be enrolled at least half time in a bachelor’s degree program. 

•Be in good academic standing. 

•Have no past due flnancial obligations to the Kentucky Higher Education Assistance 
Authority (KHEAA). 

The award amounts are: 

•Up to $6,800 per year at a nonprofit, independent college in a coal-producing coun¬ 
ty- 

•Up to $2,300 per year at a public university extension campus in a coal producing 
county. 

•Up to $3,400 per year at a public or nonprofit, independent college whose main campus 
is in Kentucky but is not in a coal producing county. 

The scholarship may be used at college not in a coal producing county only if the 
student is pursuing an approved bachelor’s degree program in a major not offered at any 
college in a coal producing county. 

To apply, students must submit the Free Application for Federal Student Aid 
(FAFSA) and the Kentucky Coal County College Completion Scholarship application at 
www.kheaa.com . To access the online application, students must sign in from the home 
page. Scholarships are awarded on a first-come, first-served basis according to the date 
the FAFSA was submitted.

(86%). Data from several counties was not 
available. 

The statewide vaccination rate was 93 
percent, pulled down by a rate of 86 percent 
in Jefferson County, the state’s most popu¬ 
lous. The lowest rates were 80 percent in 
Lee County and 82 percent in Nelson and 
Taylor counties. 

Jefferson County officials told The 
Courier-Journal that the county’s rate 
rose above 90 percent in the last two to 
three years. Bullitt County school-health 
coordinator Lesa Bodine told the Louisville 
newspaper that her data show 94.3 percent 
of the county’s kindergarten students “have 
been properly immunized,” The C-J’s Darla 


Carter reports. “However, she said there are 
some parents who choose not to immunize 
their children. She also noted that there can 
be a delay in receiving proof of vaccination 
because a child has, for example, trans¬ 
ferred from another county or state.” 

Like many states, Kentucky allows 
parents to exempt their children from re¬ 
quired vaccinations for medical or religious 
reasons. Measles outbreaks in other states 
have been blamed at least partly on parents 
who still believe discredited reports that 
vaccines cause autism or other disorders. 
Generally, the stricter the laws, the higher 
the vaccination rate.

Improving Reproductive Efficiency in Heifers 

Ted Johnson, CEA for Agriculture 


To improve the reproductive 
efficiency, and thus profitabil¬ 
ity, of a beef cattle operation, 
you must understand proper 
heifer development. Properly 
managing yearling heifer repro¬ 
duction is the first step toward 
reproductive efficiency. 

Your goal is to manage heif¬ 
ers so they’ll conceive early by 
reducing the age of puberty, 
shortening the time from pu¬ 
berty to conception and increas¬ 
ing fertility. 

Age at puberty is the most 
important factor in managing 
heifer reproduction. For pu¬ 
berty to occur, a heifer should 
weigh at least 67 percent of her 
expected mature weight. This 
percentage of mature weight is 
a heifer’s “target weight.” 

Most heifer development 
programs require that heifers 
reach the target weight by the 
onset of their first breeding 
season. For maximum fertility 
and reproduction, heifers must 
have at least one estrus before 
the breeding season begins. 


Research shows that fertil¬ 
ity increases about 20 percent 
from the first to third estrus 
after puberty. Thus, it’s logical 
to manage heifers to reach pu¬ 
berty before the start of breeding 
season. 

Crossbreeding is another 
management practice to reduce 
heifers’ age at puberty. Cross¬ 
bred heifers, with a genetic 
makeup of not more than 75 
percent of one breed, have a sig¬ 
nificantly reduced age at puberty 
compared to straight-bred heif¬ 
ers. Crossbred heifers also have 
greater overall fertility resulting 
from hybrid vigor. 

Examine the cowherd to 
determine the cows’ approxi¬ 
mate weights and use these 
data to set the heifers’ target 
weights. Then, determine how 
much heifers must gain daily to 
reach the target weight. Once 
you determine the necessary 
daily weight gain, develop a 
ration that provides the proper 
nutrients to help heifers reach 
the target weight. Periodically 


weigh heifers to ensure that 
they’re gaining the appropriate 
weight. If not, adjust the ration 
to compensate. 

Also, be sure heifers are 
properly vaccinated accord¬ 
ing to label and veterinarian 
recommendations. 

Breeding is the final step 
in managing heifer develop¬ 
ment. It’s advisable to consider 
estrus synchronization and/or 
artificial insemination. Some 
advantages of estrus synchro¬ 
nization are potentially higher 
pregnancy rates; heavier, more 
uniform calves at weaning; and 
increased production and labor 
efficiency. Using AI gives pro¬ 
ducers the ability to use supe¬ 
rior, more predictable sires. 

Most calving problems oc¬ 
cur when heifers have calves 
for the first time; thus, there is 
merit in using estrus synchro¬ 
nization and AI with bulls of 
proven calving ease on first- 
calf heifers. 

Getting heifers bred as early 
as possible gives them more

failure to wear seat belts, 
reckless driving, failure to or 
improper signal, improper 
passing, no/expired registra¬

(methamphetamine). 

Probable cause was found 
and the case against Ger¬ 
ald D. Stamper (1967) was 
bound over to the grand 
jury. The charges are three 
counts of possession of a 
controlled substance in the 
first degree. 

Probable cause was found 
and the case against Danny 
Stamper (1967) was bound 


over to the grand jury. The 
charge is receiving stolen 
property under $10,000.
